The Narberth Baseball Club, 
which has been playing independent 
ball so far this season, will revert 
to the Main Line League beginning 
next Saturday, July 14. 

This step is the outcome of ef- 
forts of the Main Line League offi- 
cials to get Narberth back in the 
fold. Manager Fred Walzer and 
Gene Davis attended a meeting of 
the league officials at Bryn Mawr 
last Monday night at which Nar- 
berth was strongly urged to re- 
enter the league competition. Man- 
ager Walzer presented Narberth's 
terms to the meeting and they were 
acted on favorably, the deal, how- 
ever, not being officially closed until 
Thursday night. According to the 
proposition accepted by the other 
teams of the league, Narberth will 
play all games at home, with the 
exception of one game only away 
and that with Berwyn ; secondly, it 
was agreed that Philadelphia Asso- 
ciation umpires are to be used in all 
Narberth games. 

In connection with this shift 
Manager Fred Walzer issued the 
following statement: "The change 
from independent ball to league 
competition is no disparagement of 
independent baseball. This half of 
the season has been profitable and 
successful in every way, and in re- 
turning to the league we are doing 
so on terms that are to the advan- 
tage of local supporters. As hitherto 
this season a home game will be 
played on the playground every 
Saturday and independent teams 
throughout the week. Furthermore, 
the umpires will be from the Phila- 
delphia Association, men who will 
be disinterested and see that no dis- 
crimination is practiced. This is no 
reflection on the league umps, but 
simply a precaution to insure the 
peaceful running off of games. I 
wish to thank the people of Nar- 
berth for their faithful support of 
the team this year and express the 
hope that it will continue the second 
half of the season. With the zest 
of league competition added, I am 
sure it will. I also wish to express 
my public appreciation to Harry 
Hollar, business manager of the 
team, for his excellent work at the 
hard task of scheduling games.

That an ordinance should be pro- 
posed to the Lower Merion Town- 
ship Commission, governing the 
production, sale and distribution of 
ice cream here, was the proposal of 
Dr. George Webster Grim, Milk- 
Control Officer, at the July meeting 
of the Lower Merion Board of 
Health, held Monday night in the 
Township Building at Ardmore. 

The recommendation followed a 
report by Chemist David. Wilbur 
Horn that one. ice cream sample 
analyzed by him in June, showed a 
high bacteria count. It is proposed 
that the count in ice cream shall be 
required to be as low as that of 
cream. Dr. Grim's suggestion was 
referred to the Board's Law and 
Ordinance Committee, of which 
William F. Landis, Ardmore, is 
chairman. 

Lower Merion's fourth public 
swimming pool was granted its 
usual season permit by the Board 
Monday night. It is the Green Hill 
Farms pool in Overbrook at City 
line. Other pools are the Y. M. C. A. 
indoor pool at Ardmore and the 
Rose Glen pool in Gladwyne, all of 
which are now in operation; and 
Lewis J. Smith's pool on State 
road, Cynwyd. 

Dr. Horn reported that analysis 
of water here both for drinking and 
in the swimming pools showed sat- 
isfactory freedom from bacteria 
germs, and that milk, cream and ice 
samples examined during June had 
also been approved by him. 

A complaint by Mrs. James D. 
Winsor, Cheswold lane, Haver- 
ford, was presented, regarding the 
presence of gas in the air. It was 
reported that connections of gas 
mains have recently been made in 
parts of the township, causing a 
temporary leakage which has since 
stopped. 

Dr. Bertram Kingsbury Wilbur, 
president of the Board, who presid- 
ed, read a report that leaking sew- 
age pipes on Meeting House lane, 
Cynwyd, have been repaired by the 
township Health and Drainage De- 
partment, following receipt by the 
Health Board at its June meeting of 
complaints against conditions at 
Merion Park. It had been found 
that sewage was leaking into the 
storm drain which flowed into the 
stream running through Bowler's 
Woods, near the development. 

A communication from the 
Community Center and Woman's 
Club of Pencoyd was read, asking 
that tests be made of water in a 
valley which is used by a number of 
civic organizations.

In the Commu- 
nity building the Legion Commits 
tee conferred gloomily, decided 
the ground was too wet and that 
several pieces were in no condi- 
tion to fire. 

So the word went around, and 
people scattered. Dotti's Concert 
Hand, who have provided music 
for many former Narberth cele- 
brations, stood sadly about in the 
dam' mess. "Yes," said Mr. Dotti, 
cheerfully, "No fireworks tonight. 
Sure, we will come out again 
Thursday night or Saturday for 
the price of the carfare.

Thursday afternoon it rained 
a g a i n _hard. Then it turned to a 
drizzle and by eight o'clock it was 
almost clear. Again the committee 
scanned the skies and gave the 
signal. Nine times the new fire 



siren cried out its message, rising 
to a shrill roar and ending in a 
gasp as though a giant hand had 
choked it. 

Up Haverford avenue marched 
tbe gaping maw of a big horn. 
The strains oi martial music were 
heard as Mr. Dotti paraded his 
men, glancing aside ever and anon 
to see people walking toward the 
Playground, well fortified with 
slickers and umbrellas.

SUMMER SCHOOLS 
OPEN IN TOWNSHIP 

Initial Enrollment Was 264 — 

Upper Grades to Begin 

Monday. 

GIVE GRADUATES JOBS 

Elementary summer schools in 
Lower Merion opened theii six- 
week term last Monday, with an 
enrollment of 264, according to a 
report made by Superintendent S. 
Edgar Downs to the Lower Merion 
Board of Education at its July 
meeting, held Monday night in the 
senior high school at Ardmore. 

The Ardmore Avenue School led 
in enrollment, with 123. Ashland 
was second, with 86 students, and 
Bryn Mawr had 55 enrolled. Sev- 
eral additional students were added 
to tbe rolls this week. 

Students of grades seven to 11, 
inclusive, who require make-up 
credit for the past term will begin 
their summer courses Monday at 
the Ardmore Avenue School. Their 
term will continue for five weeks, 
six days per week. Principal Ralph 
F. Davenport, of the Ardmore Ave- 
nue and Wynnewood Road schools, 
will be in local charge of the work, 
which will be conducted under the 
general supervision of the School of 
Education of the University of 
Pennsylvania, as in previous years. 
Failures in various subjects for 
the fourth quarter of the past term 
in the three grades of the senior 
high school totaled 263, according 
to Superintendent Downs, or 10 per 
cent, of the total number of stu- 
dents enrolled in all the courses of 
study. The results were as follows : 
In Latin 7 of the 138 failed; in 
French, 27 of 204; in German, 8 
of 54; in Spanish, 23 of 195; in 
English, 58 of 643; in history, 37 
of 461; in science, 16 of 390; in 
mathematics, 65 of 364; in commer- 
cial, 20 of 184. Many of those who 
failed will be able to remove condi- 
tions through the summer school 
work provided or through the help 
of private tutors. 

Announcement was made of the 
selection of two teachers and five 
new clerks to commence work in 
September. The clerks, all of whom 
were graduated from the Lower 
Merion High School in the com- 
mercial course in June, are Mary 
Duming, Merion ; Arabella Rainey, 
Cynwyd; Katharine Smith, Fair- 
view; Elizabeth Cook, Narberth, 
and Grace Ibbotson, Bryn Mawr. 
The teachers are Thomas C. 
Cranmer, a graduate of Temple 
University with post-graduate work 
at Penn and teaching experience at 
Pennington, as commercial teacher 
in the senior high school, and Mary 
E. Hoff, a graduate of Arnold Col-

The pros- 
pect for the success of the eighth an- 
nual campaign next fall seems bright." 

The announcement of the standing 
of the Welfare Federation fund is oc- 
casioned by the fact that the subscrip- 
tion department of the federation is 
now mailing statements to upwards of 
10,000 subscribers, reminding them that 
approximately $530,000 in pledges were 
due at the end of June. 

Up to June 20, a total of $2,200.38(i.79 
was collected by the federation, which 
represents 68.93 per cent, of the fund 
subscribed in the last campaign. This 
collection record is 0.7 per cent, higher 
than the record at the same time last 
year.

lege of Physical Education, as ele- 
mentary physical director. 

For the new school year some 
work in algebra will be given in 
the latter half of the eighth grade, 
also work in astronomy for seniors 
who do not desire chemistry and in 
salesmanship and filing for all senior 
commercial students. 

Next year's senior high gradu- 
ating class will probably total more 
than 20o and will be the first of a 
series of much larger senior classes, 
Mr. Downs said. This year's class 
totaled 131.
